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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 06/20/2005 
has been entered. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest the method steps of inserting an endoscope into the 
lumen of a dissection cannula and advancing the dissection cannula alongside the 
artery to create a space in body tissue and dissect surrounding tissue from the artery 
with a separated dissection tool. Note patent to Chin (U.S. 5,591 ,183) teaches that the 
inner cannula (102) dissecting tissue to create a cavity by inflating balloon (118). 
However, Chin does not disclose that the inner cannula (102) having a lumen and an 
endoscope inserted into the lumen.
